The War Leader of the London Times 
of May 2d. 

Europe has entered into a state of war. What- 
ever may have been the reluctance in some quar- 
ters to believe that this could happen, whatever 
the inclination to deny or discredit, the lull 
grown, truth marches onward; war is come forth 
in his usual poise, and is making himself known 
by his ordinary deeds. In three columns the 
Austrian* have passed from Austrian territory to 
that of Sardinia. One of their divisions has pen- 
etrated the country from the North, landing on 
the Sardinian shore of the Li.go Maggiorc, oc 
cupving the towns of Intra, Pallaiua, and Arona, 
and driving back the Sardinians by the superior- ! 
Ity uf their number*. A second, consisting of ! 
twenty battalions and eight batteries, has taken ' 
the road by Gravellano, mid the third has bund 
its way by Abbiati Graaso. How far the invadeis ' 
hive advanced, or what in iv be their point of 
concentration, cannot be clearly stated Iruiu the 
material* befoi e us. 

Whether the tete tie pont at BufTilora was 
dispatched and taken hybivonet altera sharp 
and considerable loss, as was reported at Vienna, 
or » hether there was no resistance, as would 
rattier appear probable from lite silence of the 
telegram from Turin as to any actual encounter 
— *hether Gen. Marmot* resisted or quietly sue j 
cumbe l. whether .V.vara was occupied without j 
opposition, and Vercilli was reached without a ( 
contest, aic matters of dct iil tint have no im- 
portant bearing upon the mam purport of to- 
day's news. The invading army of Austria is 
in full march upon Sardinian soil. On the other 
h and, the King of Sard'u ta has put himself at the 
head of his army and gone to meet his invaders. 

He has surveyed the line ol the Dora, where 
it is supposed the Sardinians may perhaps make a 
stand in defense of their capital, and he his gone 
thence to Alessandria, which mustsooube attacked 
if the Austrian! have a real iuteutiou to conquer 

Piedmont. 

The French are swarming into the seat of war. 
The Austrian papers already declare the neutral- 
ity ol Savoy has been violated. 

The Imperial Guard, numbering 15,000, have 
arrive ) at Genoa, and 40.00J French troops have 
now gathered in that place of strength. When 
or where tin se armed men will meet in conflict 
is entirely a question of strategy. But so far as 
any question of peace or war is concerned, the 
English, Belgians, and Frenc h were not m ire on 
the plains of Waterloo than are the French, Sar- 
dinians, and Austrianson the plains of Ticino, 
Huts, and Dora. We wish that our only dis- j 
quieting intelligence was from the country where j 
war has already burst forth, and where the | 
nations are contending There might then be 
some hope that an advance upon Turin and a 
battle favorable to the Austrians might have the 
effect of reducing the pretensions of the French 
and Sardinians, or that a decisive advantage over 
tin Austrian forces would induce that Power to 
come to terms upon the disputed points in her 
policy in Italy. This, however, is not bo. That 
Provisional Governments have been established 
in Florence. Carrara, and Massa, is not of Itself | 
a matter of vast importance. That the inhabi- 
tants of Rome are in an elfervcscent, if not in- 
surgent state, is scarcely an addition to the or- 
dinary Italian difficulties, but when we read that j 
Prussia has resolved upon putting her remaining 
corps d'armee in readiness to march, tee tee very 
great cause to fear the peaee of Europe is shaken 
more gravely than would appear from the toft 
messages from Paris and the hland assurances 
from St. Petersburg. That Prussia has cause 
for this precaution ire cannot doubt, when we 
find that a Russian army of observation is about 
to he stationed upon her frontier, for some object 
of which Europe only knows thut it has been 
concerted with France, and was concerted in se- 
cret. 

Hut the most important and least re-assuring 
of all the intelligence of the last forty-eight 
hours is derived from no telegram, but is itself a 
confirmation from official sources of that gra> e 
intelligence which we were some days since 
enabled to give of the existence of a treatv be 
tween France and Russia Mr. Fitjgvrald has 
taken the occasion of his nomination at Horsham 
to state publicly th it in connection with the ques- 
tion of the supposed alliance between France and 
Russia, the Government had addressed to the 
Emperor of Russiia direct and categorical in- 
quiry as to whether such a treaty, containing any- 
thing hostile to England, did exist. Prince Gort- 
chakolf's answer was decisive. He said: 

"I do not deny that there may exist a written 
agreement between France and Russia." We 
apprehend it is quite sullici-ut to confirm our 
disquietude on this head. Of course we have, 
immediately after this important confession, the 
real I ut much less important assurance that this 
written agreement "does not constitute a hostile 
alhauce against Europe." We could scarcely 
expect the Russian Minister to admit that a 
treaty which he keeps shut from the eyes ol Eu 
rope contains an agreement lor the partition ol 
Europe. It is enough lor us to know that not 
a treaty, but a wntteu agreement exists between 
France and Russia, which those powers think 
it tor their interest to keep stcrct Iroui any third 
p ih er. 

Prince •ortchakofT gives his personal assurance 
that this written agreement (tWes not Constitute a 
hostile alliance against Europe, and upon this we 
are to lap ourselves into security, putting our 
trust nVmlv i.i the fran-cneaa ol Prince Gortcha- 
koH's reading ol the w ritten agreement and the 
inooceney of* asis little secret between the two 
aggressive BmpO T O W. We can place no laith in 
the Russian view ot the character of this treaty, 
for it is a mere prevarication, to call a written 
agreement, concluded between two Kmperors, by 
any other mine. If we are to • elieve in the 
Knnonttfnanem of a treaty, under which armies 
are pur in motion, we sh uld ftrst like 'o know 
something of the articles agreed to. Denials 
have of late lo»t much of their lormer value. 
We recollect how firmly the mission of Prince 
Menschikotf w is den. eel, and we have h id much 
mire recent opportunity ol seeing how,ilay alter 
day, every event that was about to happen was, 
in the Moniteur, most circumstantially denied. 
An official derial has now come to be the almost 
certain forerunner ot an indefensible enterprise. 



I From the London Times of May 3.] 
The circular of the French Government, ad- 
dressed to its diplomatic representatives at the 
different courts of Europe, has evidently been 
prepared with much care, and must be allowed to 
present what must pass in the eyes of a careless 
observer of passing events lor the vindication of 
a course of conduct which we aro nevertheless 
disposed to believe the mature judgment of Eu- 
rope will nut hesitate to condemn. The Austrian 
Government has, with characteristic inertness, 
made no appeal to the public opinion ol Europe, 
ar.d enters upon an European war with only a 
vague address to the Austrian people, which does 
not record in any enthusiastic shape the grounds 
which have, in our opinion, justified its peremp- 
tory summons to Piedmont. 

Austria, in fact, relying apparently on the valor 
of its troops and the strength of its position, 
leaves its character to the mercy of friends and 
enemies, just as it has allowed France to write 
the history of the innumerable struggles between 
hersell and Austria in the time of the first Na- 
poleon. According to the Moni eur, there never 
was so plain a case as that which the Emperor 
Napoleon submits to the judgment of Europe. 
The abnormal state of things in Italy, and the 
danger with which it is fraught, have struck alike 
France, England, Rus ia, and Prussia. They 
have acted in union. Lord Cowley's mission to 
Vienna, the Russian proposal of u Congress, 
the earnestness ot France in adhering to each 
successive combination up to the present hour, 
all these are proofs that the same motive has 
inspired the same course of action in all the 
powers. 

Let no one suppose that France has taken any 
initiative in the matter. She has merely acted 
in her capacity as one of the great European 
powers, without private duties or pressing interest, 
when just as matters had been brought to a point 
which promised the meeting of a Congress, and 
the solution of every difficulty, Austria, for some 
unaccountable reason, has broken loose irom all 
the trammels of negotiation, and met the con 
dilatory advances of France, and all the other 
three powers, by a summons to Sardinia equivalent 
to a declaration of war. 

The patience of England, the loyalty of Rus- 
sia and Prussia, the moderation of France, have 
all been in rain. Austria has broken loose, and 
a war with Piedmont is the result. Hitherto 
France has acted jointly with the other great 
powers, hut now she is called Open to assert her 
individual existence. Ancient tradition and her 
geographical situation call her to the relief of 
Sardinia, and she is quite certain that no miscon- 
ception in the minds of the other great powers 
can exist with regard to the attitude she has 
taken up. France renounces any interested in- 
fluence in Italy — desires only Italy for the Italians, 
and supports Sardinia on considerations European 
as well as French, especially as Austria refuses 
to discuss before she tights. France has no desire 
of conquest. She showed her moderation by 
putting an end to the Crimean war. She does 
not wish to separate herself from the powers 
with whom she has hitherto acted. She nourishes 
the firm hope that the entente cordiale with 
England will be preserved. Of Russia she has 
no doubt whatever. Prussia is both impartial 
and conciliatory, and anxious to circumscribe the 
explosion ol the crisis, and if Germany be a little 
In ubled and excited, she will no doubt speedil, 
return to her habitual calmness and good sense. 

Such is the general effect of the imperial man- 
ifesto It is much to be regretted this statement, 
so satislactoi v as to the past and so re-as-uring 
as to the future, does not re»t on a more solid 
foundation. It is not likely Europe w ill believe 
the recent negotiations with regard to Italy were 
the result ol a spontaneous and joint action on 
the part of the four powers, stimulated by a 
mm main sense ol uneasiness at the abnormal 
stue uf things in that country, because r is 
well known tha' these negotiations sprung out of 
a menace which France had held out to Austria, 
and that if the affairs of Italy have occupied 
Europe lately it has been because that quarrel 
w s felt to be a prelude to a general war. 

Had France taken no more prominent part in 
the Italian question than England, or than Prus- 
sia, had she not herself superseded the mission of 
Lord Cowley at the very moment that it seemed 
most likely to be successful, and admitted in its 
stead the idea of a Congress proposed by Russia, 
with whom she was acting under a secret under- 
standing, the complaint of the Moniteur might 
be well founded. As it is, we can only regret 
that it should have been thought necessary to 
place before Europe a document which no one 
aecpiainted with the occurrences of the last few 
months can accept as a full or faithful narrative. 



Additional Foreign l>e»vs— War De- 
clared \>y Frames, 

New York, May 1G. 

Br.ai.tM, May 1st. — The uncertainty in political 
affairs has caused Prussia to put her remaining 
corps de armee in readiness to march. 

Marseii.i.ks, Friday, April 29th. — Advices from 
Rome to the 26th state that a proclamation had 
been issued by Gen. Guyon recommending the 
inhabitants to remain tranquil; disapproving of 
any manifestation, even of a pacific nature; nnd 
reminding the populace that the assetnoling 
of crowds In the streets is already forbidden. 
Eight thousand Austrians had arrived at Ancona 

Turin, Sunday, May 1st.— The King left this 
morning to take command of the army. The 
Austrians in large numbers have quitted the 
Placenza and pmclamed it in a state or seige. 
They appear to have concentrated their forces 
on the left bank ol the Po. 

Paris, May 2. — The Grand Duchess of Parma 
left after instituting a Council of Regency, and 
the new government has expressod its adhesion to 
Piedmont. 

Turin, May 2. — The King of Sardinia ha? ac- 
cepted the military dictatorship of Tuscany, to 
facilitate the co-operation of the Tuscans in the 
war ol independence. 

The Sardinians in Venice have placed them 
selves under the protection of the Russian Con- 
sulate. 

STLTTGAan, May 2. — The Wurtemburg Cham- 
bers l ave unanimously vote I the government pro- 
jects for calling out the Landwehr for a forced 
levy of horses and the opening of a war credit of 
seven millions florin-.

FURTHER BY THE NOVA SCOTIAN. 
Qulbec, May 16. — The following telegram 
from Paris on the 3d appears in the Loudou papers 
of the 4th: 

Paris, May 3. — The following is the communi- 
cation of the Government to the Legislature: 

"Austria, by ordering her army into the terri- 
tory of Sardinia, our ally, has declared war against 
us. She thus violates our treaties and menaces 
our frontiers. All the great powers have protest- 
ed against this act of aggression. Piedmont hav- 
ing accepted the conditions, one asks what can be 
the reason of this sudden invasion? 'Tis because 
Austria has driven matters to such an extremity 
that her dominion must extend to the Alps, or 1 
Italy must be free to the shores of the Adriatic; 
for every corner of Italy wl.lch remains tree cn- 
dangers the power of Austria. Hitherto modera- 
tion has been the rule of my conduct, but now 
energy becomes my first duty. France must now 
to arms and resolutely tell Europe: 'I wish not 
for conquest, but I am determined fully to main- 
tain my national and traditional policy. I observe 
treaties on condition that they are not violated 
against me. I respect Territories and the rights 
of neutral powers, but 1 boldly avow my sympa- 
thies with a people whose history is mingled with 
my own, and who now groan under foreign oppres- 
sion.' France has shown her hatred of anarchy. 
Her will was to give me power sufficient to re- 
duce into subjection the abettors of disorder and 
the incorrigible members of the old factions who 
were constantly concluding compacts with our ene- 
mies; but she has not, for that purpose, abandon- 
ed her civilizing character. Her natural allies 
have always been those who desire the ameliora- 
tion of the human race, and when she draws the 
sword, 'tis not to govern, but to free. 

"The object then of this war is to restore Italy 
to herself, not to impress upon her a change of 
masters, and we shall then have i prno ir frontiers 
a friendly people, who will owe to us '.heir inde- 
pendence. We do not enter-Italy to foment dis- 
order or to disturb the power of our holy father, 
whom we replaced upon his thro.,c; but to re- 
move from him this foreign pressure which bur- 
dens the whole peninsula, and to help to estab- 
lish order there, based upon lawful, satisfied In- I 
Wrests. In fii e, then, we enter this classic) 
ground, rendered illustrious by so many victories, ■ 
to. seek the foot-teps of our fathers. God grant 
we may be worthy of them. I am about to place 
myself at the head of the army. 1 leive to , 
France the Empress and my son, seconled by the 
experience and enlightenment ol the last Em- 
peror's surviving brother. She will understand 
how b> show her-elf wo. thy the grandeur of her 
mission. I commend them to the valor of the 
army wlrch remains in France to keep watch upon 
our frontier? and guard our home. I confide 
them to the patriotism of the National Guard. I 
co- fide them, in a word, to the entire people, 
who will encircle them with that affection and 
devotedness of which I daily receive so many 
proofs. Courage, then, and union. Our country 
is about to show the world that she his n t de- 
generated. Prof idetiee will bless our efftrts, for 
that cause is holv in the eyes of God which re-ts 
on justice, humanity, love of country, aud inde- 
pendence." 

ARRIVAL OF THE ARAGO. 

St Johns, N F., May 16.— The latest ac- 
counts from Italy are, that though no collision , 
had \et occurred between the Austrian and Sar- 
dinian armies, intelligence of a couflict was ex- 
pected at any moment. 

The Emperor Napoleon had sent a formal de- 
claration of war to the Coirs Legislatif. and also 
announced his intention to head the army. His ' 
departure was expected on the 6th. His mani- 
festo slates that Austria has virtually declarecl 
war against France, and nothing remains for 
France but to take up the sword in defense of 
Italy. He disclaims all idea of conquest, and be 
ing about to place himself at the head of the 
army, he leaves the Empire and his son under the 
patriotic protection of the French people. 

The French troops are pouring into Piedmont. 

The Austrian troops are concentrating along 
the Sesia and occupied Vercelli, Trieste, and the 
surrounding country, which had been placed in a 
state of siege. 

General Gu lai, the Austrian commander, had 
imposed heavy contributions upon the towns oc- 
cupied by him. 

The French Minister at Vienna and the Aus- 
trian Minister at Paris had both taken their de- 
parture for their respective governments. 

STILL TWO DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 

Cape Race, N. F., May 16 —The steamer Vi- j 
go, from Queenstown on the 6th, for New York, 
passed near this point and her advices were ob- 
tained by the Associated Press's new yacht. 
Those advices are two days later than furnished 
by the Nova Scolia and Arago.

Debate at Elizabelhtenvii — Harlan 
and James.

Editors Louisville Courier : The announce- 
ment of the appointments made by the minor 
candidates on our State ticket, are not made suf- 
ficiently public to secure to them in their canvass 
throughout the State the audiences which the im- 
portance of the question they would discuss would 
seem to demand. The plain farmers, the hard- 
fisled and honest thinking yeomanry of our State, 
who have not time to inform themselves fully 
upon the great questions that agitate the public 
mind by an elaborate course of reading, desire, 
and should by all means, hear these debates. 
They should listen to the positions assumed by 
our candidates, nnd hear the delense of the Ad- 
ministration of Mr. Buchanan. Our farmers are 
thinking, reflective men. Their minds are slow 
to receive impressions, and grasp a subject in all 
its bearings, but the decision at which they ar- 
rive after thoroughly digesting a question which 
they have heard debated — the conclusion they 
lorm while following the plow through the hi oil - 
ing sun of a summer day, is in almost every in- 
stance correct. But few of this class of men 
knew of the appointment made by Messrs. Har- 
lan and James in this place, and therefore the 
speaking was but thinly attended.

the whole quest ion lo the people, subject to an 
appeal to the Courts to determine the validity of 
the popular action under the Constitution of the 
United States. On this broad, comprehensive, 
and equitable settlement, Northern nnd Southern 
Democrats both agreed. It was made the ark of 
the great covenant by which the Democratic par- 
ty pledged its faith to the Nation that this slave- 
ry agitation should cease None but disunionists 
will now seek to disturb this adjustment. The 
Democracy of Kentucky will live up to their com- 
pact aud stand by their record on this question.

Austria claims that she rightly owns and con- 
trols Lombardy and Venice ; that she has a right 
to control them as she sees fit ; that in order to 
do this she must maintain with the several neigh- j 
boring Italian States such an influence as will 
render her Lombardo- Venitian sovereignty safe. 
Therefore, she keeps up a partial military occu- 
pancy of the central Italian States, and virtu- | 
ally rules in all Italy. Sardinia is the only large 
Italian province which i.s an exception. There 
Austria lias no power, and the policy of Sardinia, 
which is favorable to the establi-htncnt of con- 
stitutional governments in Italy, is hostile to 
that of Austria, which tends to die maintenance 
of the strictest military despotism. Sardinia, 
and Fiance sympathizing w ith her, on the con- 
trary, claim that the Austrian occupation of Italy 
is injurious in its effects on the Italian States, 
prevents the development of that country, and is 
virtually in violation of the treaties and com- 
pacts of 1815. They demand the abandonment 
of the Austrian occupation ot Italy and the Sar- j 
dinian frontier, and thai Austria shall cease to 
exercise any more control iu Italian affnirs than j 
the other great powers These demands Austria 
refuses to comply with, alleging that her policy 
in Italy is necessary to her own protection in her 
own dependencies of Venice and Lombardy. 
These matters have been in controversy lor three 
years. France and Sardinia proposed iu 185G 
the consideration of this subject by the Congress [ 
of the European Powers. Austria would not 
consent 10 this. Diplomatic negotiations were 
carried on. however, between France and Aus- 
tria, but the difference has grown wider and 
wider the longer the discussion has continued, 
until now they prouose to settle the whole affair 
by a resort to arms.
